contided to Me. Currie relating to engage 
ments of Englar protect Belgium, King 
Leopold during his recent visit pressed for 
au answer a8 to what practical co operation 
England would give uuder the existing 
treaty for the defence of Belgian neutrality 
in the event of war, Lord Salisbury, ac 
cording to a report credited within the For 
cign Office, promised Knglish aid by a fleet 
and contingent of troops if demanded to do- 
fend Antwerp, leaving the Belgian army 
free for defensive operations in the forests of 
the Mouse 

Somethiag occurring behind the scenes of 
Eurupean diplomacy sharpens apprehension 
that the final move in the long game prelud 
ing war will not long be delayed, Apart 
from the renewal of the concentration of 
troops on the Russian: Austrian frontiers and 
the Czar’s demonstrative friendship for 
President Carnot it is reported that an 
agreement has been reached between the 
French and Russian Governments in regard 
to the simultaneous mobilization of troops 
and other movements in the event of war. 
‘The heads of the European powers are soon 
to be informed of a Russi scheme of at- 
tack, whick is likely to declare itself ‘in the 
autumn, The question of Belgian neutrality 
is intimately associated with England's at: 
titude in such a conflict, and it will be Lord 
Sulisbury'’s justification if the agreement 
with King Leopold comes up in parliament, 

The presence of Lord Kuutsford at tho 
conference with Lord Salisbury was probab- 
ly due to tho relations of Newfoundland 
with other disputes with France. Questions 
of which notice has already been given iv 
the House of Commons, to be answered after 
the Easter recess, demand that the govern- 
ment explain whether or not the fisheribe 
trouble hax become a mere pawn on the dip- 
lomatic chess board on which the English 
occupation of Egyt is king. Lord Kouts- 
ford damaged his reputation among Conser- 
vatives through his tactless treatment of the 
Newfonndland matter, He required coach: 
ing by Lord Salisbury, who is blamed with- 
in his own circles for allowing the Colonial 
Minister too free a hand, 

Sir Dilke, in an article written for Satur- 
day's papers, discloses a source of uneasiness 
prevailing among Ministerialists. ‘'If,” he 
says, ‘‘ the strange foreign arbitrators picked 
BPE the Russian foreign office and 
where should for political reasons declare 
against us then the modus vivendi under the 
Koutsford Bill becoming an act will have to 
be forced on the colonials by deeds of civil 
war. If Newfoundland was an American 
state France wonld sell her rights in five 
minutes to the United States. She only re- 
fuses to sell them to England because she is 
irritated about Egypt.” 

Sir Charles Dilke is right. The inver of 
ficial circle distrust arbitrations, They fear 
the results of the proposed arbitration and 
know that the fate of Newfoundland is inter 
knit with the Government's Ngyptian policy. 


The Newfoundland Troubles. 


The Newfoundland disputes over the 
rights of the French fishermen are causing a 
good deal of trouble to the Imperial Gov- 
ernment, which is vainly striving to please 
both the colonists and the French Govern 
ment, Newfoundland, although Britain's 
oldest colony, bas not made the progress 
that the other colonies have, The land is 
rough and rocky, and but thinly inhabited, 
the settlers being mostly engaged in fishing, 
Tt is believed, however, that the island con 
tains valuable mineral deposits, only await: 
ing the opening up of the country by rail- 
roads for their profitable development, 

The present trouble is caused by certain 
privileges accorded to France by the Treaty 
of Utrecht, made in 1713, when the whole 
island contained only between two and three 
thousand settlers, This treaty secured to 
the French the concurrent right to fish with 
the English upon certain portions of the 
Newfoundland coast, , And in 1783 the lim- 
its of the ‘ French shore,” as it is generally 
termed, meaning that part of the island 
coast where the French have fishing rights, 
was fixed between Cape St. John and Cape 
Ray, a distance of 800 miles, and about one- 
half the entire coast, 

The French are not allowed to erect 
buildings upon this coast, only temporary 
structures necessary for the drying of fish. 
The Newfoundlanders may secure grants of 
land anywhere upon the French shore sub 
{act to the condition that no building shall 
e erected that will interfere with the 
French fishery rights. 

‘The privilege was granted whon the long 
stretch of coast was utterly univhabited, 
when the island was viewed as a fishing sta- 
tion only, without probability of ever being 
anything else, 

Tt was a most unfortunate concession tlitt 
gave the French any rights upon that 800 
miles of coast, It has been a source of 
petual irritation and checked the develop- 
ment of the island. But having been made, 
England, for her own name’s sake, is bound 
to respect it; that is the conclusion of all 
save the extromist agitators, in the colon 
If the French rights can be bought, then it 
is equally clear that England should buy 
them, even though sho pays twice the value, 
Money compeusation is hardly likely to be 
accepted; but territory may, and it were 
better that a sacrifice should be made to 
effect an exchange, rather than that this 
little struggling colony should continue to 
suffer injustice, 

The question is now being considered by 
the British Government, and arbitration is 
being talked of as a means of settling the 
matter, The British colonists have been so 
harrassed by the preposterous claima put 
forth by the French that they are almost in 
a state of rebellion; and grave fears are en- 
tertained that their greivances will not be 
redressed by arbitration, and perhaps moro 
serious troubles, and possibly war may be 
precipitated in consequence. 


An agreement has been entered into by 
the Chicago carpenters and their employers 
providing for settloment of disputes by ar 
hitration; also settling upon the eight hour 
day aud a minimum rate of 35 cents per 
hour,

Esquimanx are believers in ghosts, They 
also believe in the transmigration of the 
soul, that spirits return to animals, winds, 
rocks, ice and water; that they are evil, 
angry, or good, as the clements may be 
favourable or unfavourable ; and that they 
can be appeased by hoodoo rites if the 
performer is sufficiently versed in occult 
sciences. 'I'o change the wind, for instance, 
ae chant, drum, and howl against it, 
build fires, shoot against it, and, 
asa last resort, fire the graves of the dead. 
Tribes put hoodoos on each other by cere- 
monial dances and howling. The hoodoo of 
total destruction upon neighbours is the 
building of a fire within sight of those com: 
ing under their displeasure. ‘Tribal re- 
lations arc. severed by making a fire 
outside anf burning all ornaments or 
disguises used in ceremonial dances, 
such as raven skins, eagles’ tails, deer horns, 
and masks, Tribes that are hoodooed an. 
swer Py areturn hoodoo ; but with families 
and individuals it is different, Outlawed by 
their tribe or relations, they become dis- 
couraged, hopeless, and gloomy, and “ go off 
and die.” Eclipses of the moon create the

ROGUE ELEPHANTS. 


From the south of India comes the re- 
port that an English. officer was killed re 
cently by a rogue” clephunt which he had 
shot at and wounded. ‘Lhe reader may pos- 
sibly ask in what way a ‘‘ rogue” elephant 
diters from any other, and how he obtained 
his name. his I will endeavor to explain, 
A rogue elephant is one that has been separ- 
ated from his herd and forced to 49 by him- 
self. If he tries to enter any herd he is re- 
pulsed ; even should. he happen to be cap- 
tured aloug with other elephants in a 
“drive,” all his fellow captives shun him, 
no matter how great may be their ite- 
ment while seeking to escape from the pri- 
on, or their grief and despuir when they 
find themselves bound and starved into sub- 
mission, ‘* The ** yogues" are vicious in the 
extreme, very hard to conquer when captur- 
ed, und very determined fighters when at 
large. ‘Tey wander about the country, al- 
ways single and alone, and devastate plan- 
tations and gardens in great number. One 
rogue clephant will do more damage than 
a herd of ten or twenty ordinary elephants, 
as he destroys from pure malice, while the 
herd destroys only for the sake of food, No- 
body knows the reason for the separation of 
these creatures from the herds, but it is 
supposed to be in consequence of their bad 
temper, or possibly for the commission of 
what their fellows consider crime, just as a 
human criminal is ostracised in civilized 
countries gencrally, In South Africa there 
are rogue buffaloes, which are kept outof the 
buffalo herds in the same way that the rogue 
slephants are tabooed. The rogue buffaloes 

re quite as vicious and dangerous as the 
rogue elephants, and when a hunter encoun- 
ters one of them he runs a great risk in as- 
suming the offensive. Rogue clephants and 
buffaloes will generally, though not always, 
mind thear own business if let alone, but woe 
betide the man whio disturbs them wnless he 
‘is a first-class shot, has weapons suited to 
the necessities of the occasion, and can run 
at great speed.

The Never-ending Year of Insurrection, 

According to letters from Hayti there is 
still danger of inzurrection at Port-au-Prince 
and of the overthrow of the Government of ~ 
President Hyppolite. The President, who 
has maintained his power for nearly two 
eee, has been in conatant trouble with bis 
Ministers during that time, and, though he 
has made many changesin his Cabinet, he 
is unable to allay the yee of his numer- 
ous adversaries or to pacify the malcon- 
tents, 

The safety of the State, for the time being, 
depends upon the fact that the many dis- 
cordant factions are unable to form any com- 
bination by which they can concentrate their 
strength, and that they antagonize each 
other with the utmost bitterness. Hyp- 
polite is of course desirous that the squab- 
bling between the gangs of c: nspirators shall 
be Kept up, for there is no probability of a 
successful insurrection aslongas it continues, 
Heis a shrewd politician, at once strong- 
willed and conciliatory, and he hag a very 
able assistant in his Minister of Finance, 
Firmin, who has been his adherent ever 
since he obtained power in 1889. :

Richmond Street, Toronto, 

This report will be found to contain 
much interesting and valuable reading with 
respect to the value of forests and the grow 
ing of all kinds of trees It also gives very 
full statistics as to the benefit of winlbreaks 
in orchard growing, gathered from many 
owners of orchards in the States and Can- 
ada. It is hoped that all who receive it will 
give some care to its perusal, and, if owners 
of land or forests, they will find it repay 
them, It isa valuable thing for the coun 
try that Government should distribute such 
free literature. I remember well that when 
fugaged many years since in clearing and 
building habitations, no such sources of 
knowledge were available, or we should in 
many cases have arranged our farms to 
greater advantage, 

Tam glad to be able to say that the use 
being made of such reports and of the press 
in arousing a feoling favorable to the preser 

vation of sufficient forest, and planting lines 
of trees for protection, is producing good of 

fects. Many of the more educated and in- 
telligent farmers are planting rows of trees 
yearly, and many more SeGuIAITereh Renan 
or time allowed, Still it must be remember 

ed that only a mere commencement has been 
made, and that if we would proserve nnd add 
to the woodland yet interspersed among our

There was a great storm over the New 
England States on Thursday and Friday 
last. A despatch of Friday last says the 
storm Was very severe, a stilt northeast gale 
blowing, with rain on the coast and snow 
In the interior, There were fourteon 
inches of snow in western New England, 


Av Ottawa despatch says the Dominion 
Government have decided not to interfere 
with the Manitoba Act abolishing Separate 
Schools in that Province. The Act has 
been before the Courts in Manitoba, and 
has been sustained and an appoal is now to 
be taken to the Supreme Court. The Gov- 
ernment has also decided not to interfere 
with the Mrnitoba Act abolishing the use of 
the French language in the legislature aud 
courts of the Province, It is stated that 
probably an appeal will be taken to the 
courts on this question, 


The mission of Sir Charles Tupper, Sir 
Joho Thompson and Hon. Geo. E. Foster to 
Washingtom in connection with reciprocity, 
has for the present proved a complete fail- 
ure. They were accorded only a brief in- 
terview by Mr, Blaine on Monday, and were 
informed that the Presideot wished to be 
presont whev any negotiations were entered 
into, and as he is about to take an extended 
trip west it has been decided to postpane 
the matter for the present. When the ad- 
ministration at Washington is ready to moet 
the Canadian delegates and discuss the prop- 
osition Mr, Blaine will notify the Dom 
Government, and the negotiations wi 
resumed, This will not be for several 
months, 


_ A naval encounter occurred the other day 
in a Chilian port between Government and 
rebel forces. One torpedo completely des- 
troyed a floating dry dock. A single shell 
from an ironclad blew av armed tug out of 
| tho water, killing or wounding every man of 
the crew. Ono broadside from anothor ves- 
sel knocked a torpedo boat to pisces, and a 
shell from one of tho forte of the harbor ex- 
ploded a gun on board oue of tho rebel vea- 
sels, tore the whole quarter deck out of her, 
and blew nive men to atoms. Those brief 
particulars of a short and comparatively in 
significant ongagemont give an idea of the 
frightfal scenes of carnage and destruction 
that may be expected if the coming great 
war should bring two first-class iron-clad 
floets into collision. A naval battle on a 
grand seale now would be a very different 
thing from what it was in Nolson’s timo, 
The fifty guns of a first rate man-of war 
such as fought at Trafalgar. combinoil, 
could not throw as heavy a weight of metal 
as can be discharged from a single gun of 
one of Britain's big iron-clada to day, At 
|the beginning of the century a milo was a 
}fairly Jong range for an ordinary cannon,

A Calcutta despatch says:—If present in 
dications turn out to be correct there is very 
trouble brewing in India for the British 
forces. Emboldened by the success of the 
Manipuri, who recently crushed the escort 
accompanying the Chief Commissioner, Mr. 
Jas. W, Quinton, the Miranzai in the Kohat 
territory, a district of the Peshawur division 
of the Punjab, have risen in arms avd are 
attacking the British troops along the whole 
length of their lines. It is also known that 
the Miranzai attack is being pushed vigor 
ously and that strong reinforcements have 
been hurriedly despatched to the frontier 


Tull details as to this new uprising are with- 
held by the authorities here. 

In addition to this news, telegrams from 
Rangoon announce that the Haku Chins lay 
in ambush in a favorable location awaiting 
the passage of a small British column on the 
way from one military post to another. 
When the British force was well inside the 
trap the Haku China suddenly opened fire 
on the soliliers, instantly killing Lieutenant 
Forbes and five men and severely wounding 
11 others. This column, however, returned 
the enemy's fire with such effect that the 
British force was enabled to retreat from the 
dangerous positson and thus probably es- 
caped annihilation, 


To Find the North Pole. 


A Christina correspondent of the Herald 
called on Dr. Nansen at his home in that 
city the other day. ‘‘ Having considered 
the varions Arctic expeditions, their outtits 
aud their routes,” said Dr, Nansen, ‘I have 
made up my mind to build a little ship, 
make her as strong as possible and just 
large enough to carry provisions for twelve 
men for five years. A ship about 175 tons 
will probably be large enough. It shal! 
have engines strong enough to carry us six 


miles an hour, and also be fitted out as a 


soiling-ship. The most important poin®in 
the construction of this ship is to build her 
so that she will stand the pressure of the 
ice, 
ice can get no opportunity to press her to 


pieces, a3 was the case with the Jeannette 


and other ships. My ship will be so con- 
stracted that the ice will lift her up, aud 
that a ship can be so constructed nobody 


can doubt who has ever seen a ship in the 


ice. 
** When I have such a ship and a crew of 


twelve carefully selected men and provisions 


for five years I will take a route through 
Behring Strait in the direction of the new 
Siberian Islands as early in the summer as 
the ice will allow. 

“When I arrive at the new Siberian 
Islands 1 will examine the currents and the 
ice conditions, and then select the best mom 
ent for a start for the further north through 
ice-free water, which I think will be in 
August or in tho commencement of Septem: 
ber. 

“How long do I think the expedition 
will last? Well, I should think the expe 
dition ceuld safely reach the Greenland Sea 
in two years, 

“Dol expect to ‘discover’ the North 
Poy Well, wait and see.’—London Her- 
ald. 


The Grand Orange) Lodge of British North 
America will assemble at Kingston on May 
28th and sit fora week. Delegates will be 

resent from Ireland, Scotland, Wales, Eng- 
land and Australia, i 
banqueted and given a sail among the 
Thousand Islands, 

Sir Charles Tupper has succeeded in his 
mission of arranging for a formal conference 
between members of the Canadian Govern 
ment and Mr, Blaine, at which the basis of 
a treaty of commercial reciprocity will be 
discussed The more successful the negotia 
tions, both prelimivary and final, the better 
it will be for both Canada and the United 
States. He returned to Ottawa on Satur- 
day morning, and immediately a Cabinet 
Council was held, after which Sir John 
Thompson and Hon. George E. Foster left 
for Washington, accompanied by Sir Charles 
Tupper. The Canadian delegates were ri 
ceived by Mr, Blaine on Monday, when he 
heard what they had to say on the reciproci- 
ty question.

known among them, ‘Chey are ready for a 
fight ata momont’s notice, and they « 
stand the cold stecl and grape and cannister | 
longer than any white troops I was ever op 
posed to, They are fanatics to the last drop 
of blood, and when an enemy fully believes 
that death on the battlefield means eternal 
rest tor his soul, he becomes doubly danger- 


ous. 

In the march to Cabul, which won laurels 
for the British arms only that they might be 
covered with the disgrave of bad diplomacy, 
we found the Afghan on his own soil and on 
battlefields of his own selection, and, though 
wo could drive him in every instance, each 
victory coat us some of the best blood in the 
English army. 

Ono of otir outposts, as the column was en- 
camped inthe Coota valley to recruit its 
strength and bring up supplies, was nine 
miles to the north, where it covered a stra- 
tegic point, A detachment of 100 mon was 
kept there tor fifteen days, being relieved 
every five days, and I went out with the 
last detachment. We were all infantry, and 
we hal 100 rounds of ammunition for our 
{muskets, The post was notin the valley, 

but up among the hills, where it covered 
three different passes, and it was a terribly 
lonesome spot. It was among the ruins of 
‘an old temple, and the first companies hol«t- 
ing it had used the groat blocks of stone to 
build a fort. This structure was about 100 
feet square, crowning a steep hill, and the 
walls were areeisea os fect high. Two sides 
of it were the walls of the old temple, 
strengthened a little, and while it was a 
rude affair as a fort it wasa stout and safe 
retreat in case of u fow men being hard 
essed, 

The blunders made in that historic cam- 
psign are too numerous to be recorde?, The 
most impartial historians are agreed that in- 

competency was the leading feature. We 
had teat at the post two days when the Cap- 
tain incommand took fifty of the men for 
what he called a reconnoissance up one of 
the passes to the north of us, ani at the 
same time sent twenty-five men on another 
fool’s errand to the east. We had been put 
there simply and solely to prevent the enemy 
from coming down the pass right at our 
door, and entering the valley. What was 
beyond us did not matter, ‘There was mut- 
tering among the men as they were marched 
out, cach carrying twenty-five rounds of am- 
munition, and they called * farewell” to the 
twenty-two of us left behind. Half an hour 
after they had passed out of sight we heard 
sharp firing to tho north and east, and not 
one single man ever returned tous. They 
were ambushed in the defiles and slaughter- 
ed, just as might have been expected, 

On thia yery rame day the main army de- 
cided toadvance. A courier was despatched 
to notify an outpost, but he never reached 
us, cither turning back through fear or hay- 
ing been picked off by some concealed rifle:

“Die!” replied the Sergeant, ‘* That’s 
what we were sent out here for, anyhow. 
We are twenty-two to hundreds and thou- 
sands. We must kill as many of the devils 
as we can and then lay down ourselves. 

There wasn't a glinmer of hope. We 
knew the Afghan. In that longand bloody 
campaign neither side bothered with prison- 
oners. If we captured one, ten, fifty, or o 
hundred it was puff! bang! and they were 
left lying dead as we marched on. If one of 
our men fell into their hands his head was 
looped off or a spear sent through him before 
he could wink twice, ‘They'd have the life 
of every man, even if they yielded up twenty 
lives for one. Some would follow on after 
the column, but hordes would be left behind

It stood us in hand to make a good use of 
the few hours left us. The Afghans were 
elated and excited and showed no disposition 
to attack that evening, but we knew the 
morrow would open a siege which mightJast 
until there was no longer a man to defend 
the fort.

Sleoping Under the Snow, 


The case of Mrs. Elizabeth Woodcock,

In the eyes of Christian believera the hope 
of immortality has a sure foundation, being 
attested by the fact of the resurrection. In 


the eyes of the modern materialist it is a 
notion, a pleasing dream, of a picce with the 
fairy tales and mythologies of the early 


world, which man’s maturity has outgrown. 
According to him the doctrine of immortal- 
ity has no basis of fact, the story of the re- 
surrection falls into a category with that of 
the gadarene swine, and the order of nature 
is declared to be against both. On the 
other side that curious product of 
evolutionary forces, the modern spir- 
ituslist, advances and asserts that im- 
mortality is not a dream, that intercourse 
between the terrestrial and spiritual spheres |. 
has actually taken place, asi that facts in- 
disputable, facts scientific, are forthcoming 
to prove it. 

Science, it need scarcely be said, has not 
disproved immortality. And if the human 
soul in its sojourn on this planet should turn 
out to be in a state of probation merely, 
passing on to higher development in spheres 
ot which we have now no«knowledge, the 
process would, doubtless, be strictly in ac- 
cordance with natural laws. To some it 
will seem the quintessence of absurdity to 
suggest that the quadrillions of homan 
souls, good, bad and indifferent, Who have 
appeared upon this planet, may have passed 
into other orders, But their gravity will be 
restored by the familiar reflection that the 
stellar systems are but a drop in the ocean 
of the infinite, and that spheres innumerable 
might exist for the perpetual transmigration 
of souls, and millions of acres of virgin 
prairie ever inviting new immigrants would 
atill remain. 

The race, it will be admitted, has no life 
apart from the individual, and, if the race 
have no life apart from the individual, then 
is the fate of the individual everything to 
the race. The expression that the indi i- 
dual exists for the race has become an axiom 
with a certain philosophic sect, but I should 
prefer the conyerse statement. I should be 
disposed to say (if to say so be not an hiber- 
nicism) that the race exists for the indivi- 
dual. Those who accept the materialistic 
position do not perhaps realize all that death, 
ds they understand it, means. We habi- 
tually put that thought away from us, It 
does not concern this world, it has no prac- 
tical value, we say. There is no money in 
it. We project ourselves in imagination be- 
yond life's term, and see ourselves living in 
the lives of tlie human beings who come after 
us. But snrely this isall illusion. Whena 
man dies, if the materialist be right, it is 
not hard to see that, so far as he is concern- 
ed, the race is dead, the universe has gone 
oub, as the quenching of lamp. We talk of 
the race as if it were the unit of life, the 
finality, but it is not so—the totality of life, 
the organic unit is the individual. If we 
admit the extinction of the individual then 
there is an end to man. 


But if it were not so—if the race were not 
simply the individual mutiplied, and were, 
according to the Positivist idea, a larger 
existence in which the individual became 
merged and continued to live after his per- 
sonal death—what better should we be? As 
the individual passes away so passes the 
family to which he Baletrel 3 as the family 
passes so es the society in which it mov- 
ed ; as with the society so with the nation 
of which it formed part. Nation follows 
nation, as generation follows generation, 
into the darkness of oblivion. And even- 
tually, in some far fature age, when lif: on 
this planet shall have reached its highest de- 
velopment, we are told that man will retrice 
his steps, that he will go down the path he 
has so slowly and painfally climbed, and 
will sink again into the degradation of mere 
animality. Then in process of time the 
earth will become unfit to sustain life, and 
will finally become itselfa dead world. This, 
I believe, is the last word of orthodox 
science. There is no gaiety in the prospect. 
The light of intelligence which fancied it 
pascetved the universe gone ot forever ! 

the love, the friendship, the life—all gone ! 
The charm of the domestic and social ties 
which make sweet the life of man—all gone, 
like words written in water or figures drawn 
upon the changing air. _ And all viewed by 
the robust materialist philosopher without 
compunction ; indeed, if you will believe 
him, with a sort of satisfaction. With the 
same absence of compunction and the same 
satisfaction he views the extinction of the 
countless genera:ions that have preceded us 
into eternity.

Tt may be adinitted freely that to our or- 
dinary experience tliere is nothing but the 
apparent universe—the universe that we 
see, hear, taste, touch, smell, Thus and 
thus do the senses report of this mysterious 
world in which we find oursel and the 
subtle processes of the intellect seom butan 
oxtension of the simpler movements of the 
sense-organs. This we must admit, and ac- 
cording to this measure, if this were abso- 
lute, there would be little hope for continued 
existence, But at this point we are con- 
fronted by a problem.

Breeding and Feeding Calves 
for Dairy Purposes. 


It is by judicious selections and breeding 
from the best, aided by a certain system of 
feeding and developing, that all the differ 
ent breeds have attained their characteris 

tics to meet the requirements or fancies of 
man, Breeding is easential but cannot be di- 
yorced from systematic feeding; henco we 
must have our ideal well defined, then atudy 
to follow the practices that will bring us to 
the desired oud. Not the samo cours will 
be pursued in developing to a high standard 
our calves for beef as for the dairy, For in- 
stance, for beef it is considered a good plan 
to keep the calf as fat as possible when 
young, and therefore create a tendency for 
that animal to turn his food into flesh; but 
if feeding for dairy purposes, we want our 
calves matured to cows to turn their food 
into milk, Therefore it has boon determined 
by oxperience that in rearing calves for 
dairy purposes the object of our feeding 
shonld be directed to produce a vigorous 
growth and a strong constitution, to with- 
stand the severe strain caused by the enle 

tion of the system of heavy milking. Ex: 
cessive fatness in the calf is to be avoided,

Progress of Manitoba. 

THE PROVINCE TO OBTAIN CHEAP FURL. 

The facts of the recent railway deal be 
tween the Canadian Pacific Railway and the 
Government have been made public, The 
Northern Pacilic having failed to build the 
Souris branch the local Government cast 
about for some other means of procuring 
relief to the people of that locality and 
reaching the illimitable coal fields, By this 
arrangement the Plum Creck branch of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway is to be extended 
from Hartney to the coal fields, some dis- 
tance beyond the provincial boundary, The 
distance to be covered is 120 miles, Then 
the Deloraine branch is to be extended to 
Melita, where a junction will be formed 
with the Plum Creek line, Tha distance is 
25 miley. ‘The Glenboro branch 18 to be ex 
tended five miles, the Canadian Pacific Rail 
way building in all 150 miles. For this they 
receive $150,000 of cash bonus, 

Dependent on this arrangement is another 
respecting the development of the coal tields, 
The Dominion Coal Company, through Major 
Walsh agrees to develop without delay the 
coal mines and, with the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, have entered into a $50,000 bond 
that coal hitherto sold at $7.50 throughout

oavession of a better digestion and well- 
Betanesd internal machinery, Our aim 
should be to rear our calves so aa to develop 
in them a vigorous growth. The digestive 
organs will then develop and produce eco 
nomnical feeders, that when growth is ob 
tuined the perfect development of the sys- 
tem will enable our cows ta turn those pow 
ers of assimilation and digestion to good ac- 
count in the economical production of milk. 

Having thon a calf of good breeding, and 
desiring to develop it for the dairy, our next 
question is how to feed it, 

I should wean it at least bofore three 
days old, unless the cow’s udder is inflamed 
ond hard; if so, I would keep the calf separ- 
ate from the cow and milk considerable from 
her, leaving, a8 near as we can tell, lesa than 
will be taken by the calf. By then letting 
the calf suck, it will work the last drop out; 
the calf can do « botter job than we can and 
has moro time. When finally weaned, it 
should have about ten quarts of new milk 

er day, in three feeds if possible; certainly 
‘or a time new inilk should be continued for 
at least a month, when if the calf is doing 
finely, a chango may be made to skim milk, 
but this should be gradual; feed half new 
and half skim for a week or two, then sweet 
skim to a jndicious amount should be given, 
some calves will take more than others. It 
is my practice to boil a cupful of flaxseed in 
about a gallon of water (it is better if the 
flaxseed is put in the water the meal before), 
then placed to boil & short time, this is 
enough for four calves, and by pouring the 
boiling jelly into the milk it warms it (skim 
milk must be warm and sweet); flaxseed is 
algo one of the bost things for a calf, keeps 
the system in good order and replaces the 
fat of the milk.—GQeorge Rice in The Cuna-

After the Sionx stampeded before the bul 
lots of the Seventh Cavalry, this stripling of 
acannoneer dragged his machine from the 
knoll where he had been stationed. Lieut 
Hawthorne was at his side. The battle had 
now dwindled to heavy skirmishing on the 
orests of the ravines, where the survivors of 
Big Foot's band had sought refuge. Al 
though the bullets were whizzing and sing: 
ing in the air, the young canuoncer wheeled 
his machine to the month of the gulch, 
where the firiug was heaviest, 

The men attached to the Hotchkiss in 
stantly bocameé the target for the savages 
Bullets eplintered the back wheels of the 
gun and spattered the dirt right and left 
Lient, Hawthorne was struck by a bullet. 
Tho bull hit hi watoh, and, glancing off, 
entered his groin, Buc the Stripling of a 
canhonecer continued his advance. He push 
ed the muzzle of his awful contrivance up 
the gulch and shelled the pockets of the 
neighboring ravines, 

Just as he was about to.place one shell in 
the breech a bullet struck the index finger 
of his right hand and the long brass missile 
fell to the ground, Without faltering the 
young man seized another shell, placed it in 
his little cannon and fired. The shell burat 
in a sort of cave where cleven bucks were 
sheltered, Tho destraction was appalling, 
Not one of the savages cacapod. ‘Ten of 
them were instantly killed, Tho only aur.

Aroused before sunrise one morning in 
October, 1854, by tho bang of fleld pleces 
and the rattlo of musketry far out on the 
Causeway heights both brigades had de- 
lightedly sprung to work, saddled thoir 
excited chargers and donned thoir own uni- 
fornis and equipments. It was the fashion 
in those days for everybody to wear what 
we would cail full dress in going into battle, 
And heroat (ho nearest camp—that of the 
“Heavios—tho mon were now “standing 
to horse” in their ‘scarlet coats, white 
leather belts and heavy, glistening brass 
helmots—all oxcopt ono famous corps, the 
“Scots' Greys,” adragoon guard regiment 
that had long been permitted to wear the 
bearskin sbhako as a distinctive headgear, 
Indeed, there were three famous rogimonts 
in tho heavy brigade, Tho Royals,” all 
Englishmen; the Inniskillens, all Trish, and 
the Scots’ Greys, all ‘braw lads” from north 
of the Clyde, It was the famous Union 
brigade,” that fought undor Ponsonby at 
Waterloo, but strengthened now by the 
addition of the Fourth and Fifth dragoon 
guards, There were only ten small squad- 
ronsin all, for many gallant fellows had 
succumbed to cholera and dysentery and 
the regiments were greatly reduced in 
strength, but there wasn’t a man in the 
compact little force that did not long for 
the signal to mount and away, whew the 
nows camo that the Turks had been driven 
back and only Campbell's Ninety-third 
stood firm between Balaklava and the Rus- 
sian bear, 

At six o'clock the high crest behind the 
cavalry camp was covered with French and 
English staff officers and generals who had 
heard tho sounds of battle over in the Bal- 
aklava yalley and bad mounted in hot haste 
to seo what was going on. And presently 
Lord Raglan himself appeared, and then it 
was that Lucan got his orders to go the 
support of the Highlanders. The Hoavies 
were nearest, so, leaving Lord Cardigan and 
the Light brigade sitting in saddle in front 
of the camp, Lord Lucan trotted over to 
Gen, Scarlett and bade him move by his 
right in tho direction of the distant battle. 

Away they went, the bearskin shakos of 
the Greys (‘those terrible grey horses!” said 
Napoleon at Waterloo looking at that same 
regiment) and the brass helmets of the In- 
niskilons well to the front, the Royals and 
the Fourth and Fifth jogged along in the 
rear, Thoy opened out to pass o little vine- 
yard, and thon, heading for Balaklava, they 
rode out on the rolling open prairie and 
were presontly well over in what is called 
the South valloy, with a low ridge—that of 
the Causeway hoishts—soparating them 
from the North valley, where at this very 
moment tholr comrades of the Light brigade 
were placed in a position at its wes ern end 
and in full view of what they, the Heavies, 
could not see at afl—a deuse mass of Russian 
horsemon, 3,000 strong at loast count, in 
their flat caps and heayy gray coats riding 
Westward up the valley, An English light 
battery had trotted ont to the Chorsoneso, 
unlimbored thore, and the moment it caught 
sight of those gray masses let drive a fow 
sholls right over tho heads of Cardigan’s 
troopers, and no sooner had tho Russian 
leader found himself under fire of the 
guns than he sounded “By the right flank” 
on the bugles, aud away swung the whole 
mass directly iu front of the Light bri- 
gado—move steadly up the Causeway slope 
beyond which Yorke Scarlett was trott- 
ing townward with the red-coated dra- 
goons, and the noxt thing he and Liout. 
Eliot knew the whole ridge to their left was 
alive with the “banueroles” of Russian lanc- 
ers; and then in maguificent ordor, solid, 
massive, sixtoen doop, those great battalions 
of Muscovite horse cams surging over the 
crest and down the gentlo slope directly at 
his slonder colamu. Why! if the Russians 
had suddenly sounded the gallop and charged 
they would have come thundering down 
that broad, open tract an avalanche of re 
sistless force, and by sheer weight and in- 
ertia, without striking a blow, could have 
Swopt the brave British from tho fleld. Thoy 
Were just about ten to his one atthe instant 
Scarlett caught sight of them, and how many 
moro thore mighthave been behind that low 
ridge a quartor of ainile away he never stop- 
ped toask. Seeing the preponderance of metal 
against him any cavalryman woul! have 
beon justified in wheeling to the right and 
scampering under the shelter of the guns on 
the Chersonese, where at this moment Raglan 
and all his officers sat, mad with anxiety as 
to the probable fate of the little brigatle of 
redcoats. Everybody expected to see him 
scurry off to the right, but Yorke Scarlett 
was a glorious fellow. Like a bullet he 
whirled to the left and flow straight at the 
throat of his foo, Mrance and England look- 
ing on from the crest behind. 

Think of it! “Left wheel into Kno!” was 
the order, and tho instant the Russian 
leader saw it, he proved his incompetence 
by ‘sounding “‘hait,” and then, as though 


that fomhin. The Russian horse batteries, 
with moro cavalry, wore popping up on that 
Causoway crest, but if there bad been a 
million there inside of a minute it wouldn't 
have checked him now. “Gallop.” 
“Chargo!” ho ordored the instant tho troop

THE FINGER NALS, 


Important Reasons Why they Should be 
Kept Clean. 

There is a common belief that the finger 
nails are poisonous ; which idea is natural 
enough, considering the fact that scratches 
made by them are generally quite irritable 
and much inclined to unusual inflammation. 

The reasoning is erroneous, however, for, 
as far as is known, the nails themselves do 
not have any poisonous properties. The 
trouble excited by them is due to the foreign 
deposits under them, In other words, if one 
keeps his finger nails clean, scratches caused 
by them will be no moreirritable than those 
produced by any like instrument that is 
considered innocent. 

‘The results ot the examinations made in 
Vienna show that it is more important that 
the finger nails be kept clean than any 
would suppose. Seventy-eight were made, 
and there were found thirty kinds of micro- 
cocci, eighteen different bacilli and three 
kinds of sarcenw ; besides, common mold 
spores were present in many instances. 

It would seem from this that the spaces 
under the finger nails were favorable hiding 
places for minute organisms which are more 
or less prejudicial to health, and that therein 
lies the spolsononis eloment attributed to the 
nails, Larthermore, that cleanliness of the 
nails is a very important essential. It is 
not sufficient to use merely a knife blade, 
but at the toilet _o nail brush and plenty of 
soap and water should be called into service. 

Surgeons long ago learned that deposits 
under the nails were o menace, and that 
hrough them wounds were easily poisoned. 
is led to oxtreme care in the matter of 
personal cleanliness on their own part and 
on the part of all their assistants. Before 
an operation is performed all who touch the 
patients or the instruments which are to be 
used must first clean their hands thoroughly 
with soap and water, being especially care- 
ful to have the spaces under the nails 
absolutely clean, After this the hands are 
put into disinfective solution.

The English commercial papers afford 


continual evidence that the product of Can. 
adian choese factories is gelting the better of 
the United Stated arcicle, but, as the proud 
position occupied by the Canadian cheeso 
can only be maintained by the greatest caro 
and okill, it is well to record what English 
buyers have to say of it, and what, if any, 
their complaints are in order that they may 
bo speedily remodied. 

The Home and Foreign Produce Kxthange 
(limited), of London, have issued circulars 
from their cheese committee to both Cana 
and Ameri makers, and these con- 
tain hints which may be of service and worth 
fome attention the circular d ves that 
the sole object is the permanent improve. 
ment of the product to the mutual advantage 
of both buyer and seller, The Canadian 
circular reads: 

“Whilst being able to congratulate the 
factorymen on the advance iad during the 
pars 15 years, we cannot fail to recognize the 
fact that they have arrived at a stationary 
period, if not actually baying entered on a 
retrograde mcvemont. The season's (1890) 
make has, a8 4 rule, shown a tight hard uv- 
kind curd, and a dryness which has in some 
cases created a suspicion of skimming, Al- 
te it appears to importers that throughout 
hia soadon Hoarly all factories have market 
éd their make unripe, Whilst we cannot 
eXonerate shippers from all blame in taking 
an unctired aftioly, etill the fictorymen are 
primarily at fault, a3, though « temporary 
advantage may be gained by solling an extra 
quantity on a rising market, tho cobblimers 
here have an article foisted on them which 
creates a lasting prejudice in their minds 
against foreign cheese. Whilst on the sub- 
ject, we ay point ont that itis the excep- 
tion for an English cheesemaker to ‘let go’ 
until the cheese are, as they term it * ready.’ 

“Of course the weather and the pasturage, 
producing a greater or leas quantity and 
quality of milk, is an important factor, 
which practical (and not automatic) cheese 
makers best know how to deal with, Color- 
ing has been most erratic, in many casea too 
high and red, whereas the outlet for such is 
more contracted every year. 

‘The boxing in most cases shows a de 
cided deterioration, We would strongly 
urge upon factorymen the necessity on their 
part of making this point a particular study; 
a valuable article like cheese is at least 
worth a good package. A well seasoned 
wood made to fit the cheese more accurate- 
ly is desirable, This complaint is especially 
applicable to sections east of Toronto. Al-

Beet Root Sugar. 


There has been some talk lately of going 
into the beet root sugar industry in the 
neighboring county of NORCH TBE IAC? and 
a little notice of what has been done in this 
line in the Provinee of Quebec may prove in 
teresting. A French company has beon en: 
goged in the manufacture in Farnham, Que, 
and these gentlemen are doing all in their 
power to bring the beet root culture to a 
complete success in that province. In some 
localities the crop last year was a partial 
failure, while in other sections good care and 
a practical knowledge of the business 
brought out quite favorable results. The 
county of St. Hyacinthe appears to be a Jo: 
cality favorable to this new industry, and 
the Farnham company paid in one season 
$5,000 for beet roots in the parishes of St. 
Hugues and St. Marcel, ‘he experience of 
one or two farmers will be of interest to 
their brother agriculturists throughout the 
Dominion. 

Mr. Joseph Paradis, of St, Hugues, sowed 
three quarters of an acre in beet seed, and 
after doing all the labor in his own family 
his crop of beet roots amounted to 14 tons, 
which were worth $61.52 on the farm. An- 
other farmer named Bellehumeur, of the 
samo locality, had about three acres, and 
the crop was sold to the company for $182.- 
48. The names of two other gentlemen are 
given, having three-acre lots devoted to the 
culture of beet roots, aud one gathered in 
the sum of $144.39, and the other $148 80. 
In the above named parishes the other crops 
failed, and consequently the beet root in- 
dustry saved the district from the tightened 
circumstances which would otherwise have 
overtaken it, Consequently a pressing ap 
peal is made to every farmer to set apart 
yearly a portion of his farm for this import 
ant industry. It took time, they add, to 
get the beet root properly introduced into 
France, but once there it produced a mark 
ed effect upon the agricultural sections of 
that country. It was the little sums 
saved up by the small farmers of old France 
that enabled the new born republic to pay 
the tremendons sum which Bismarck Final 
levied upon Germany's conquered and bleed: 
ing rival. It is also alleged that the cul- 
ture of the beet root improves rather than 
impoverishes the soil

from the earlier standards. To find a fac- 
tory, which, week by week, fulfils the re 
quirements for a choice article is now the 
exception.” Tbe complaints are that the 
American article has developed bad keepin, 
qualities either through being too ‘ moist 
or too ** tight and leathery.” 

These views are not, of course, infallible, 
and our cheesemakers, as practical men, 
may be doing their best to sustain the high 
reputation of Canadian cheese, but o word 
in season is never amiss. 


Electricity in Train Service. 


Elvctricity for passenger service, steam for 
freight trains, ‘That, so some good authori- 
ties declare, will be the apportionment of 
the rival energies on the railroad of the fu- 
ture. Steam at high apeed requires quanti- 
ties of coal and water, thus lergely increas- 
ing the weight to be carried, while the wear 
and tear of the generating apparatus is 
thought to be almost doubled when continu 
ously forced With electricity on the other 
haud, it is quite otherwise, ‘The faster you 
go the greater is the economy over steam 
Indeed, as the speed increases, the relative 
value of electric propulsion increases enor- 
mously, an expert before a recent meeting of 
the Institute of Electrical Engineers declar- 
ing that at 120 iniles an hour it is something 
like six times economical than steam. “If,” 
said he, ‘you can get 90 per cent. efficien 
cy out of your electric service and have a 
frequent service at 20 miles an hour, electric 
propulsion is even then slightly more eco- 
nomical than steam propulsion.” One of the 
best known electric motor manufacturers re- 
cently declared it to be his belief that in the 
future uxpress trains between populous cen 
ties like New York and Philadelphia would 
consist of two electric cars, to be started 
every ten minutes, and running at a speed 


of a mile a minute,

An attempt to counterfeit it has already 
been made, The eight hours working day 
has been adopted in every part of General 
Booth’s scheme. 


It is asserted that the best class of British 
emigrants show an increasing disposition to 
go to Canada in preference to the United 
States. The Australasian colonies’ move: 
ment is due to the persistent propaganda 
carried on from the High Commissioner's of 
fice in London, and in convection therewith 
to the admirable plan of sendiug to Canada 
every year a delegation of tenant farmers to 
soe the country and report upon its resources 
and capabilities. The various reports made 
by last year's delegates have been ombodied 
in a pamphlet of which no fewer than 600,- 
000 have beon printed and are being circu- 
lated throughout the United Kingdom 
is thought the full effect of this missionary 
work will not be felt uotil next season, but 
every one concerned seems confident that 
1892 will witness a great boom in Canadian 
emigration from this country.

Log-oabin building was great fun to the 
1| boys, although they did not find it easy 
work, Thore was a certain novelty about 
the raising of the atructure that was to be a 
home, and an interest in learning the rude 
tools, that lasted until the cabin was finish- 
od, The maul and the wee , the frow and 
1) the little maul intended for it, and all the 
other moans and appliances to tho building 
were all now and strange to these bright 
lads. 

Firat, the size of the cabin, twelve feet 
wide and twenty feet long, was marked ont 
on tho site on which it was to rise, and four 
logs were laid to dofine the foundation.
